ZEEBRUGGE, Beigiam, — — Divers 
searched a capsized ferry yesterday 
for survivors as the Belgian govem- 
ment opened its probe into a wreck 
that left nearly 140 people dead or 
missing in the worst English Channel 
shipping disaster in modern times. 

Authorities said 49 bodies had 
been recovered 24 hours after the 
disaster and at least 90 people were 
missing. No one has been found alive 
since yesterday morning. 

An armada of tugs, warships. and 
fishing boats from four nations con- 
verged on the disaster scene Friday 
night in one of the biggest air and sea 
operations since World War Il. Di- 
vers rallied to an appeat for volun- 
tary assistance. More than 400 peo- 
ple were rescued.

raise questions 
about the nature 
of coexistence 


By ANDY COURT 

In most neighbourhoods of the 
world, ἃ rash of slashed tyres would 
enrage car owners, and that's about 
all. But in Abu Tor, where Arab 
youths were arrested last week for 
puncturing their Jewish neighbours’ 
tyres, even the most mundane van- 
dalism wears at a fabric of trust more 
easily torn than woven. 

“I was on my way to the kinder- 
garten the other day to pick up my 
kid, and I passed a group of Arab 
boys,” said Shelley Einis, whose 
tyres were punctured twice last 
week. “I thought, “They could be the 
Ones who tore up my tyres." On the 
way back, I passed some others, and 
T thought, ‘Any of them could do it 
again as soon as I walk away."™ 

In Abu Tor, Jewish-Arab coexist- 
ence is an everyday fact rather than 
some academic concept. And even 
those residents who do not share 
Einis’s strong suspicions are aware 
of the socio-economic barriers that 
have remained long after the Israel- 
Jordan border fence came down in 
1967. 

“When [ sit on my terrace eating, I 
can look across at my neighbours. 
and it might be Ramadan-for them,” 
said Shoshana Benvenisti, who lives 
with her husband Meron on the 
interface of the Jewish and Arab 
sections of the neighbourhood. 
“And on Yom Hazikaron, when the 
sirens go off and I stand erect and 
silent, they're there having their 
shishlik.” 

The police last week arrested 
seven Arab teenagers, some of 
whom reportedly confessed to punc- 


. turing the tyres -- apparently for. 


nationalistic reasons, according to 
police spokesman Rafi Levy. But 
last week's events are only the latest 
in a series of incidents that have 
plagued Abu Tor. 

The vandalism renews the ques- 
tion of what kind of coexistence is 
possible and desirable here: a “pas- 


sive” one in which neither side punc- ” 


tures the others tyres or does any 
other kind of damage; or a more 
“active” one in which there is a 
greater degree of cooperation and 


interaction. 

Residents today give varying re- 
ports of relations here. Some say 
that, aside from using the same roads 
and the same grocery store, they 
have almost no interaction at all. 
Others report more friendly ties be- 
tween their families and the families 
next door, and mention activities at 
the Beit Nehemia community centre 
which was once an Arab school. 
Today it carries the name of an IDF 
commando who died in the 1967 
war, and is used by both Jews and 
Arabs, 

Some residents would prefer it if 
Arab youths did not use the centre. 
They say thay are fed up with the 
noise and other disturbances caused 
by the flow of youths into the area. 

“There are times when ail you can 
hear inside the house is Arabic com- 
ing from the streets and from the 
playground,” said one. 

But others believe that only 
through interaction and some degree 
of mutual understanding can rela- 
tions between Jews and Arabs im- 
prove to the point where vandalism 
does not bring latent suspicions and 
stereotypes to the surface. 

Beit Nehemia’s new director, 
Meir Margalit, is working to develop 
cooperative activities in a gradual 
and organized way. 

“There are those who would pre- 
fer to see coexistence in some other 
neighbourhood,” Margalit said. 
“But we want Abu Tor to become a 
message of what can be done 
together.“ .

Move to strip Kahane 
of Knesset privileges: .

Communications Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein, the Shinui party 
leader, has launched a campaign to 
hamstring Meir Kahane, the repre- 
sentative of the one-man Kach fac- 
tion, in his parliamentary activities. 

Rubinstein wrote Knesset Speak- 
er Shimo Hillel on Friday asking him 
to strip Kahane of all his parliamen- 
tary privileges including attendance 
in the plenum and committees, sal- 
ary. and immunity. on the grounds 


that he did not declare his allegiance 
to the Knesset and the State of Israel 
following his election in 1984. 
Ἄ Rubinstein noted that under the 
asic Law: Knesset, paragraph 16, 
Kahane had no right to any par- 
liamentary privileges, since he had 
not pronounced the statutory dec- 
laration. 

In an American court of law last 
year, Rubinstein noted, Kahane had 
kept his U.S. citicenship on the argu- 
ment that he had not declared alie- 
giance to a foreign parliament.

$1m. ‘travel tax’ for 
tycoon’s daughter

A tycoon's daughter, whose hus- 
band is suspected of defrauding her 
father, is to appeal against a court 
order banning her from leaving the 
country unless she posts a $1 million 
surety, The Jerusalem Post has 
learned. 

“Whatever the police may think, 
she does not have the money,” said a 
source close to Esther Zuchovitzky, 
whose father is international busi- 
ness tycoon Shaul Eisenberg. 

The unprecedented surety was Set 
by Judge Esther Kovo of the Tel 
Aviv Magistrates Court on Tuesday 
when Zuchovitzky, 40, applied for 
permission to visit her husband. 
‘Yohanan in the U.S. 

He was a friend and business part- 
ner of Michael Albin, who commit- 
ted suicide two years ago after being 
arrested on suspicion of fraud and 
theft. Until mid-1984, the two men 
were senior figures in Eisenberg's 
Israeli concerns. Police have investi- 
gated suspicions that Yohanan 
Zuchovitzky and others had chan- 
nelled business funds into private 
accounts. 


Esther Zuchovitzky herself is sus- 
pected of holding an unauthorized 
overseas account containing $3m., 
ponle of it allegedly stolen from her 

er. 


Police -- who demanded a $2m. 
surety — told the court that Zucho- 
vitzky had a Swiss bank account 
containing 1.8 million Swiss francs, 
owned a foreign investment com- 


pany worth $1.2m., and property in 
Austria valued at $700,000. 
The source said -Zuchovitzky will

“She has no account in Switzerland 
and the property she owns in Austria 
is three ements: together worth 
about $120,000. These were bought 
in payments made’ over a period of 
time.” 

Zuchovitzky had been questioned 
for more than a year by police and no 
charges had been brought against 
her, said the source. 

“The reason they don't want her 
to go to the U.S. is in order to put 
pressure on her husband who has 
oe there since 1984,” he 
added.

Apart from material assistance, 
the social service staff at the ministry 
tres to help the widows deal with 
their grief by providing either indi- 
vidual or group therapy.

The role of widow 
can be either a transitory or a con- 
tinnous one, as “we don’t have clear 
norms regarding that role." 

The formal status of widow. 
according to Golan, does not always 
coincide with the woman's accept- 
ance of the role. During the early 
stages of widowhood, a woman is 
often uncertain about what to do 
with her new status. Only once the 
finality of her husband's death is 
fully grasped, can the woman begin 
her recovery. 

The transition process for the 
widow involves learning to mourn, 
and then making the decision to end 
the period of mourning. In eastern 
societies, women are allowed to ex- 
press their prief and mourn visibly. 
Sobbing, fainting and tearing hair 
and. clothes are “acceptable” be- 
haviour for women who have just 
lost their husbands. 

However, researchers have said 
that for women raised in more res- 
trained western cultures, emotional 
displays of grief are not the norm. 
These women often carry a heavy 
burden inside and suffer from unre- 
solved grief. 

Symbolic activities which may 
help women end their mourning in- 
clude visiting the cemetery, holding 
a memorial service, or even writing a 
letter to their deceased husband. 
The observance of shiva, the week of

One sign that a woman has made 
the transition from widow to woman 
is the ability τὸ date again, or even to 
marry. There are, however, no 
societal norms that govern remar- 
tiage for widows. 


ACCORDING TO studies by 
Shamgar-Handelman, there are 
three types of remarriage for war 
widows: One is the “second first 
marriage,” in which women look for 
the same emotional attachment and 
love they shared with their first hus- 
band. The second type of remarriage 
is the “remedial marriage,” in which 
the widow regards marrying again as 
a way of repairing the damage that 
has been done to the family unit. 

The third type is the “postponed 
marriage,” in which a widow only 
sees remarriage as a possibility after 
her children are grown and out of the 
house. 

“Not wanting to remarry is a sign 
of unresolved grief,” Malkinson sug- 
gested. In a recent therapy group, 
she reported, several of the women 
had not even been able to begin 
therapy until they were confronted 
with “an empty nest. The women 
were discouraged from talking only 
about their children in the sessions. 
as this also is a sign of unresolved 
grief. 

So far, no one from Malkinson’s 
therapy group has remarried but she 
expects some will. Before the ther- 
apy, she explained, “they just 
couldn’t have a solid, continuous 
relationship with another man.” To- 
day, these women express an in- 
terest in remarrying, talk about the 
possibility, and even date seriously. 

Since the group sessions ended 
recently, there has been one follow- 
up session and others are planned. 
The message Malkinson wants to 
instil in these women is that they can 
choose what they want to be, “a 
widow or a woman who lost her 
husband.” Once their grief is re- 
solved. the widows can choose and 
set new priorities which will guide 
them in making new lives for them- 
selves.

TEL AVIV. — Ashkelon Mayor Eli 
Dayan has announced the creation 
of a unique quasi-governmental de- 
velopment company pluie to fos- 
ter the city’s economic growth. 

The Economic Company of 
Ashkelon, approved by the Interiot 
Ministry after a six-year application 
process, immediately was endowed 
with 600 dunams of city land worth 
an estimated $30 million. 

“This is the first time a town bas 
transferred ail its lands to a new 
company to solve the problems of 
the town, to create an economic base 
and to solve the problem of unem- 
ployment, and develop tourism and 
industry,” Dayan said.

rowed money for the past five years 
and is now in a precarious position, 
the Congressional Joint Economic 
Comittee said Thursday. 

“It is possible that our policy 
apparatus will be able to sustain a 
sluggish rate of overall economic 
growth,” the committee said in its 
anoual report. “But the traditional 
tools of macro-economic policy are 
not now capable of contributing to a 
strong surge in economic growth, 
nor do they appear adequate to the 
task of moderating any future reces- 
sion.” 

Opposition Democratic Senator 
Paut Sarbanes, the committee chair- 
man, said the report “shows that the 
economy is skating on thin ice.”

THE REPERCUSSIONS of the Pollard affair are reverberat- 
ing with increased intensity both in Washington and in Jeru- 
salem, as accusing fingers are pointed at Israel’s government 


from all sides. 


It should be obvious now to the government —and particular- 
ly to Prime Minister Shamir, Foreign Minister Peres and 
Defence Minister Rabin -- that their hair-splitting argument 
maintaining that the political echelon was totally unaware of 
what they termed a “rogue operation” will no longer suffice to 
coupe the damage and mounting criticism at home and in the 


The most severe sentences imposed on Jonathan Jay Pollard 
and his wife Ann and the awareness of the extent of their 
espionage activity for Israel which emerged from their trial 
have unleashed an unprecedented wave of criticism by Amer- 
ican politicians, American Jewish leaders and now also by Israeli 
politicians from all quarters at the way the government handled 
~ or rather mishandled — the Pollard affair. 

The only way by which the government can stem the tide and 
contain the fall-out of the most grievous blunder in the | 
long-standing history of Israel-U.S. relations is to adopt a 
courageous decision, appointing a judicial commission of 
inquiry and bring to justice those responsible for the affair. 

Only such an inquiry which will be held in camera can clear 
the political echelon and sustain the argument that a small, 
unauthorized intelligence unit ran wild and succeeded in 
obtaining the approval of the chief of general staff for the 
involvement of a senior air force officer in this clandestine 
operation — without the knowledge of two successive defence 


ministers. 


Prime Minister Shamir has already gone‘on record describing 
demands for a judicial inquiry as “ridiculous.” He and his 
colleagues should learn the lesson from previously failed 
attempts to resist judicial inquiries which were then forced on 


the 


at. This was the case of the 


commission of 


inquiry in the wake of the 1982 Sabra and Shatilla massacre and 
more recently of the Bejski commission that investigated the 


1983 bank shares disaster. 


A veteran former head of Israet's intelligence community, 
Isser Harel, yesterday described the Pollard affair as the most 
serious blunder in the annals of Israel's intelligence operation. 
In his view, even the most vital intelligence information which 
the Pollard operation might have provided did not justify such a 
serious breach of confidence against Israel's most loyal and 
powerful ally -- the United States. 

He put the responsibility squarely at the feet of the political 
echelon which allowed a surreptitious intelligence operation to 
go on without being checked in time. If there was ever justified 
reason to ap ppoint a judicial inquiry commission — this was the 


case, he hel 


Apart from clearing the air over the unfortunate Pollard 
affair. such a judicial inquiry would be able to establish new 
noms for the chain of command and responsibility in intelli- 
gence operations and would reaffirm the, need for total 
separation between espionage and imilitary intelligence. 
Moreover, the terms of reference of an inquiry commission into 
the Pollard case should also include a much needed outline and 
set of recommendations for the government's decision-making 


process. 


Some 26 years ago the qustion of “who gave the order” in 
what became known as the Lavon affair rocked Israel's political 
establishment because it resisted David Ben-Gurion’s demand 
for a judicial inquiry. A much more mature nation should now 
be able to Jearn the lessons of its history and not be intimidated 
by the short-sighted political interests of the two major 


coalition parties.

post facto agreement. . 

Knowledgeable sources in Jeru- 
salem yesterday rejected as highly 
unlikely the possibility that Shamir, 
Peres and Rabin would fall out over 
the affair and said that only such a 
falling out would facilitate the estab- 
lishment of a judicial commission of 
inquiry. They thought it unlikely 
that the demands for an inquiry 
would “snowball,” as they had in the 
Shin Bet Affair last year. 

The sources suggested that in the 
current circumstances, it is “very 
difficult to see" what move or moves 
Israel could make to mollify or 
appease Washington in the affair. 
They rejected the idea of cancelling 
Sella's appointment and firing Eitan 
from Israel Chemicals as politically 
impossible for the ministers con- 
cemed. 

But the sources acknowledged 
that Israeli-U.S. relations have been 
badly affected by the affair and its

Peres last week indicated that 
Israel should not and could not be 
expected to help the Pollards. 
Dvorah Getzler adds:

Queues for the public viewing of 
the trial have been growing each 
day. Arriving at the Binyenei 
Ha’uma as much as three hours 
before the doors are opened are:

black-kippa, and no-kippa Jews; 
Ashkenazi, Sephardi, and none-of- 
the-above Jews; the old (including 
many Holocaust survivors), young, 
and middle-aged; the poor and rich 
and middle-class: and gentiles. Peo- 
ple unable to attend the trial listen 
attentively to the simultaneous radio 
broadcasts on buses, in stores, 
Offices, and homes. The minister of 
finance and the minister of educa- 
tion scramble to provide funds in 
order to make the courtroom drama 
woe to an ever-widening audi-

in particular its military ties — has 
long been a troublesome one for 
Israel because of its moral and ethic- 
al implications. It is quickly becom- 
ing a problem in desperate need of a 
solution. 

In about two months a U.S. Con- 
gressional réport will be submitted 
to the admmistration naming those 
countries receiving American aid 
that also have military ties with 
South Africa. The implication of this 
report is that any country that con- 
tinues to sell arms to Pretoria may 
suffer 2 punitive cut-off of America 
aid. 

Facing such a possibility, one 
would think that Israel's decision is 
easy and obvious. However, Israel 
desperately needs to export its pro- 
ducts and services to any and ail 


Israel has nonetheless indicated 
that it expects to cut its arms sales to 
South Africa “gradually.” In addi- 
tion to forgoing the trade benefits, 
this could cause Israel to lose up to 
$60 million annually that the South 
Aft:ran Jewish community is 
allowed to invest in Israel. 

There is little question that Israe! 
must completely cut its military 
trade with South Africa until that 
country rids itself of apartheid. To 
do so “gradually” is not sufficient: 
Israel must go “cold turkey” on this 
question. It must do so to safeguard 
its international image, as well as its 
relations with its chief ally, the Un- 
ited States.
